On ſuch public occaſions as theſe there are ſuch 
crowds attend, that it often happens that ſome ac- 


cident or other befalls ſome of the innumerable ſpec- 


tators: ſome perhaps will be carried home at night 
with broken bones, and perhaps ſome that are gone 
from home wilt return alive no more; but be it, 
however, as it may, I will be bold to ſay that we ſhall 


return home with the moſt. peace, and 1 in ms po, 


ſeſſion of the beſt „ 
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A few years before this public calamity befell the 
Jews, reigned that pious young king Joſiah, fo 
much lamented by the Jews, and even by the pro- 
phet Jeremiah, that the mourning at his death be- 
came a proverb in Iſrael. 2 Chron. xxxv. 25. He 
was ſlain by Necho king of Egypt, who was going 
to engage the king of Aſſyria by the river Euphrates. 
The king of Egypt ſent Joſiah word that he was 
not come out againſt him, but againſt the Aſſyrians; 
and he informed him that God had ſent him, and 
was with him; and therefore he charged him not to 
meddle with God, that he deſtroyed him not. But 8 
Joſiah paid no regard to this, not in the leaſt 
5 ſuſpecting that God was with a king of Egypt. This 
was one of the Lord's Shibboleths, for God was with 
Necho; and Joſiah fell by the hand of the king of 
Egypt, as he told him he ſhould if he meddled 
with God. 
Alter the death of Joſiah, the people of the! land 
made Jehoahaz king inſtead of his father, and he 
5 reigned in Jeruſalem three months. And the king 
of Egypt dethroned him, and condemned the land 
nn an hundred talents. of ſilver and a talent of gold, 
and made Eliakim king inſtead of his brother, and 
changed his name to that of Jehoiakim. And 
Necho took Jehoahaz and carried him into Feype 
where he died. een e e 
Jehoiakim reigned eleven years in Jeruſalem, td 
did nothing but evil in the eyes of the Lord. And 
—— this king it was * the king of Babylon

made war: and he took him, and laid him in irons, - 
to carry him to Babylon. And with him he 
took alſo the veſſels of the temple, and ſeven thou- 
fand ſoldiers, the ſmiths and craftſmen a thouſand, 
&c. 2 Chron. xxxvi. 6. And at his departure he 
made Jehoiachin king in his ſtead, And after he 
had reigned three months the king of Babylon put 
him down, and took him to Babylon, and made 
Zedekiah his brother king in his room; and it was 
in this king's reign that Jeruſalem was taken and 
deſtroyed ; and his wickedneſs was the principal 
cauſe of it; for he had made a covenant with the 
king of Babylon in the houſe of God, and given 


him the right hand of fellowſhip, and ſwore fide= 


lity to him in the name of God, and that he held 
his crown by him, for it was Nebuchadnezzar 
that had made him king. After he had reigned _ 
eight or nine years he rebelled againſt the king of 
| Babylon, broke his covenant, violated his oath, and 
hired the armies of Egypt to aſſiſt him againſt Ne- 
buchadnezzar. In the ninth: year of his reign, in 
the tenth month, on the tenth. day of the month, 
Nebuchadnezzar and all his hoſt came againſt him, 
and beſieged him until the eleventh year of his 
reign. And on the ninth day of the fourth month 
the city was broken up and taken. It was this king 
that cut and burnt the prophet Jeremiah's- roll, 
written by the order of God: under him Jeremiah 
the prophet was put into the dungeon: he was in- 
WT * and both om and prieſts 8 | 
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his example. The chief of the prieſts tranſpre 2 very 
much after the abominations of the heathen, and polluted 
rhe houſe , God which be had hallowed in Jeruſalem. 
And the Lord God of their fathers ſent to them by bis 
- meſſengers, riſing up betimes, and ſending; becauſe he 
had compaſſion on his people, and on his dwelling place : 
but they mocked the meſſengers of God, and deſpiſed bis 
words, and miſuſed his prophets, until the wrath of 
the Lord aroſe againſt his people, till there was no re- 
medy. 2 Chron. xxxvi. 14, 15, 16. 7 
The prophet Jeremiah, whom God had made an 
iron pillar and a brazen. wall againſt this impious 
king, and all that were in the bond of iniquity with 
him, ſeems much concerned that the righteous and 
the wicked ſhould be involved together in this com- 
mon calamity : to relieve the prophet's mind upon 
this matter, God gives him a viſion of two baſkets 
of figs. The fruit of one baſket was vile, and that 
of the other excellent; the former repreſented the 
wicked, the latter ſuch as obeyed the voice of the 
Lord. Thus ſaith the Lord God of Iſrael, Like theſe 
good figs, ſo will I acknowledge them that are carried 
away captive of Judab, whom I have ſent out of this 
place into the land of the Chaldeans for their good. 
For I will ſet mine eyes upon them for good, and I will 
bring them again to this land: and I will build them, 
and not pull them down ; and I will plant them, and 
not pluck them up. And I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the Lord: and they ſhall be my

| God, in the midſt of this ſurrounding calamity, 


had ſet before the darlings of his ſoul @ door of © 


Hope, and provided a refuge from this blaſt of the 
terrible One, when it came as a deſtroying ſtorm 
againſt their walls, and that was ſubmitting their 
necks to the yoke of the king of Babylon. Aud 
unto this people thou ſhalt ſay, Thus ſaith the Lord, 
Behold, I ſet before yott the way of life, and the way - 

of death. He that abideth in this city ſhall die by 
the frword, and by the famine, and by the peſtilence : 

but he that goeth out, and falleth to the Chaldeans that

him for a prey. For I have ſet my face againft-this 
eity for evil, and not for good, ſaith the Lord: it ſhall 
be given into the hand of the king of Babylon,. aud be 
ſpall burn it with fire.

This was the touchſtone and the way that God 
made for the obedient to eſcape: this was the trial. 
There was to be no ſafety in the city of God; 
no ſhelter in the temple, the reſidence of God; no 
protection at his altar, nor yet in a legal ſacrifice; 
no life or ſafety, but by flying into the jaws of an 
| heathen and a cruel enemy. And that which made 
this trial the more perplexing was, the falſe pro- 
phets which the deyil ſent to withſtand, confront, 
and contradict the prophet of God; this afforded 
plenty of ground for halting with the ſimple, who 
believe every word; and it ſerved to confirm the 
rebellious in their infidelity. Jeremiah propheſied 
ſubjection to the king. of Babylon ſeventy years, 
Hananiab comes into the temple of God, and in the pre- 
fence of the prieſts and all the people, ſaying; Thus 
ſpeaketh the Lord of hoſts, the God of Ifraet, faxing, I 
Have broken the yoke of the king of Babylon. Within two 
full years will I bring again into this place all the 
| weſſels of the Lord's houſe, that Nebuchaduezzar took 
away from this place. And I will bring again to this 
Place Jeconiab the ſon of Fehoiakim king of Judah, 
with all the captives of Judah, that wwent into Baby- 
lon, faith the Lord: for I will break the yoke of the 
king of Babylon. Jer. xxviii. 2, 3, 4. 90 
God orders his prophet to put bands and tins 
vpon his neck, in token of Judah and other nations.

ferving the king of Babylon. And they ſhall ſerve him, 
faith God; and bis ſon, and bis ſon's fon, Hananiah 
breaks the yoke off Jeremiah's neck, and fpake in the * 
preſence of all the people, ſaying, Thus ſaith the Lord, 
Even jo will I break the yoke of the king of Babylon 
From the neck of all nations, within the ſpace of two 
full years. Jer. xxviii. 11. This is the cry of, To, 
Here; and lo, there. The children of falſehood 
cleaved to the falſe prophet, and conſpired againſt 
Jeremiah; and thoſe of the truth cleaved: to the 
propher of God; and this manifeſted the children 
of God and the children of the devil. Thoſe who 
truſted in Hananiah's lie were cut off by the ſword 
of the Spirit; the word of God was a favour of 
death unto death to them, for thoſe were lain firſt 
by the ſword of God; as it is written, They come 
(that is the Egyptians and the Jews) 2% ght with 
the Chaldeans, but it is to fill them with the dead bo- 


dies of men whom I bave ſlain in mine anger and in 15 


my fury, and for all ab bgſe wickedneſs baue bid my 
face from this. city. Jer. xxxiii. 5, Theſe truſted in 
aà lie; and others, who knew not the voice of God 
from the voice of Satan, halted between two opi- 
nions, till the bread of the city was all exhauſted, 
and the ſword of war brought * to a con- 
cluſion with a witneſs, 
But thoſe who knew the Shepherd's voice took 
the warning, and obeyed the voice of the Lord; 
and to theſe the word of God was a ſavour of kiſs 
unto ow wy believed 1 it, and had their life for a

prey: thus the juſt lived by faith. Theſe eſcaped 
the ſword of the Spirit, for they were neither cut 
off nor ſlain by it. And, to confirm theſe in their | 
obedience and confidence, God ſent an awful meſ- 
ſage to Hananiah, who had been laid in their way 


by the devil as a ſtumbling-block. Go, and tell Ha- 


naniab, ſaying, Thus ſaith the Lord, Thou baſt broken 
the yokes of woog ; but thou ſhalt make for them yokes 35 
of. iron. For thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts, the God f 
Tfrael, I have put a yoke of iron upon all theſe na- 


| tions, that they may ſerve Nebuchadnezzar king of 
© Babylon; and they ſhall ſerve him: and I have given 


him the beaſts of the field alſo. Then ſaid the prophet 
Feremiah unto Hananiah the prophet, Hear now, Ha- 
naniab; the Lord hath not ſent thee, but thou makeſt 


this people to truſt in a lie. Therefore thus ſaith the 


Lord, Behold, 1 will caft thee from off the face of the 
earth : \this year thou ſhalt die, becauſe thou haſt 
taugbt rebellion againſt the Lord. So Hananiab the 


' prophet. died the ſame year, in the ſeventh month, Jer. 


XXVIii. 14—17. This awful judgment upon the 
lying prophet confirmed them who had obeyed the 
voice of the Lord and fell away to the Chaldeans ; 
When the wicked are ſinitten, the righteous will beware; 
and by. which they eſcaped. being ſlain by the ſword 

of the ſpirit. 
And they eſcaped the ſword of juſtice al. 2 1 
word of the Lord ſpall devour from the one end of the 
land even to the other end of the land: no fleſh ſpall 
bave OT. Jer. xii. 12. But thoſe who yielded the 
5 e obedience 


| obedience of faith were ſcreened from this ſword : 
By fire and by. fword did the Lord plead with all fleſhy 
and the flain of the Lord was many. But thoſe who 
received the truth, and truſted in the Lord, eſcaped 
both the curſe! of the law and the ſword af juſtice, 
which always go together : My fword ſhall be bathed © 
in heaven, and ſhall come down upon Idumea, ' the 
people of my curſe, to judgment; nor ſhall ſuch be cut 
aſunder, nor haue their portion with hypocrites and 
with unbelievers. In ſhort, they eſcaped being lain 
by the ſword of the Spirit; they eſcaped the ſword _ 
of juſtice alſo, and the ſword of war; their ſouls 
were to live, and their life was given to them for a 
prey wherever they came. Which leads me, 
2dly, To confider their watchword, G0 away. 
This captivity had been foretold by many eminent 
prophets, even by Moſes: Aud tbe Lord ſball ſeatter 
thee among all people, from the one end of the earth 
even lo the other end of it; and there thou fhalt ſerue 
other gods, "which neither thou nor, thy fathers have 
known, even wood n tone. And among theſe nations 
ſhalt thou find no eaſe, neither ſhall the ſole of thy foot 
have reſt : but the Lord ſhall give thee there a trembling 
| beart, and failing of eyes, and ſorrow of mind. Deut. | 
xxviii. 64, 65. To this Daniel alludes in his ſup- 
plications. The royal pſalmiſt predicts this long 
captivity: By the rivers of Babylon, ibere we ſat 
down, yea, ve wept, when ve remembered Zion. We 
hanged our harps upon the willows in the midſt thereof. 
Hor there they that carried us away captive required of |

Theſe pro- 
phecies confirmed thoſe in their faith who had 
obeyed the voice of the Lord by Jeremiah; and, 

they being inſtructed by the prophet in the mind 
and will of the Lord, and being in this ſecret, he 
gives them the watchword, before the enge was 


taken, Go away, tand not fill. 


Moreover, he had informed thoſe obedient ones 
that God had hid his face from this city, and that 
the temple was to be burnt with fire; and that, if 
they would ſeek and find the preſence of God, 
they ſhould find him in the place of their captivity. 
Therefore he ſays, Thus ſaith the Lord God, Although 
T have caſt them far off among the heathen, and al- 
though I have ſcattered them among the countries, yet 


will I be to them as à little ſanttuary in the countries

he that ſubmits to his yoke, and ſerves the king of 
Babylon, ſhall have his life for a prey. Hence the 
warning, Go away, fand not fall: But Main, the 
| king of Babylon was God's ſervant, and to ſerve 

him was ſerving God; and, as the rich and wicked 
oppreſſors among the Jews kept their brethren in 
bondage, into bondage they ſhould go, and be 
made to know what the yoke of ſervitude was, who 
were ſo fond of yoking others; but thoſe: that 
obeyed the voice of the Lord were to fare much 
better. The Lord ſaid, Verily it ſhall be well with

T have no call to tell you where to go, you 
know that already, it is to Babylon; there go, 
there is your ſafety and your protection; and re- 
member the Lord afar os and lei Jr come into 
your mind, 

Remeniber the Lord 7 off, &c. To encourage 
you to this you have ſeveral ancient prophecies, 
as well as the orders of God by me. And I will 
make your cities waſte, and bring your JanFuaries 
unto deſolation, and I will not ſmell the ſavour of your 
feveet" odours. And I will bring the land into deſo- 
lation ; and your enemies which dwell therein ſhall be 
aſtoniſhed at it, And I will ſcatter you among the 
| heathen; and will draw out a fword after you; and 
your land ſhall be deſolate, and 'your cities waſte. 
Then ſhall the land enjoy ber ſabbaths, as long as it 
lieth deſolate, and ye be in your enemies land; even 
then ſhall the land reſt, and enjoy her ſabbaths. And 
upon them that are left alive of you, I will ſend a 
— fointneſs into their hearts in the lands of their ene-

And the Lord ſaid unto him, I have heard 
thy prayer and thy ſupplication, that thou haſt made be- 
fore ne: I have hallowed this houſe, which thou haſt 
built, to put my name there for ever: and mine eyes 
and mine heart ſhall be there perpetually. 1 Kings ix. 
1—3. Theſe were the prophecies that went be- 
fore, which were full of counſel and inſtruction to 
thoſe who were ordered 70 go away, and to remember 
the Lord afar off. 2 

This kind caution was to guard eln againſt the 
ſubtilty and thievery of the devil, who watches and 
lies in wait to ſteal the word of God out of the 
heart which is ſown in it, that we may become un- 
| fruitful, Hence the apoſtle's exhortation, We ought 
to give the more earneſt heed to the things which cue 
Have heard, leſt at any time wwe ſhould let them ſlip. 
If ever we let them flip, it is by the cunning of the 
devil, who diverts our minds with ſome worldly 
rattle, while he robs the memory of the word of 
God ſown therein — therefore remember the Lord 
Jar off Remember the promiſes that he hath 
made to you, of being with you, and a little ſanc- 
tuary to you; and of his ſending you there for

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your 3 of bs ſetting his eyes and his hearr 
upon you, of the happy return he has promiſed 
you, and the peaceable end he will bring you to; 
and as God is moſt faithful, ſo he will without fail 
make his promiſe good. Meditate upon theſe 
things, ponder them over in your mind.

1 have ſhewn you that this long and tedious 
captivity was ſome hundreds of years before pre- 
dicted by Moſes, David, and Iſaiah; and often 
mentioned, eſpecially by the pſalmiſt, in the paſt 
tenſe, which was to ſhew that it had long ſince 
paſſed in che court of heaven, and therefore was as 
ſure to come upon them as the decree of heaven is 
ſure: and ſo is this preſent calamity of ours fore- 
told alſo. Aud there ſhall be a time of trouble, ſuth 
as never was ſince there was a nation, even to that 
ſame time. Dan. xii. 1. The New Teſtament 
ſpeaks the ſame language; it is univerſal, and is 
ſpoken by way of threatening to all thoſe who pro- 
feſs the name of Chriſt. And I gave her ſpace to 
repent ef ber fornication; and ſhe repented not. 
(This is Jezebel, or the whore of Babylon.) Be- 
hold, I will caſt her into a bed, and them that com- 
nit adultery with her into great tribulation, except. 
they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her chil- 
dren with death; and all \the churches ſhall know 
that I am be which ſearcheth the reins and hearts: 
and I vill give unto every one ꝙ you according to 
your works. Rev. ii. 2123. In this paſſage a 
time is offered to Jezebel to repent ; but to no ef- 
fect. She repented not, nor ever confeſſed her 
abominations to God, but perſiſted: in them; for 
which ſhe. is threatened with a bed of languiſhing 
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and pining ſickneſs, and there ſhe les now. The 
kings of the earth who eſpouſe her cauſe, en- 
courage it, and profeſs it, Chriſt will caſt them 
into great tribulation, | except they repent of their 
deeds; and all ſuch as go over to her, or become 
her converts, ſhall be deſtroyed ; I will kill ber 
children with-death. The next thing mentioned, is 
a. trial upon all the churches; and in this Chriſt 
will make himſelf known as the omniſeient God; 
all the churches ſhall know that I am be which ſcarch- 
eib the reins aud bearts; and he will reward both 
faint and hypocrite, aud I will give to every yo of 
you according. 10 your works, - | 
Nebuchadnezzar's monarchal ſtatue, or «hi greak | 
image preſented to him in his dream, and Daniel's 
interpretation of it, are well known. At each end 
of this image a heavy trial falls upon the church of 
Chriſt. The empire which began in Nimrod -roſe 
to the height of its ſplendor under Nebuchadnezzar; 
he was the bead of gold. And under this golden 
head the fiery trial, of which my text ſpeaks, fell 
upon the Jews; and under the ten toes of the image, 
_ which are part of iron and part of clay, and which 
are explained to be ten kings; under theſe kings 
this univerſal trial befalls all the churches, 125 
Moreover, from the time that this trial came upon 
the Jews, to the expiration of the reign of the golden 
head, was about ſeventy years; and from the beginning 
of the next fiery trial which befalls the New Teſta- 
ment ear to the deſtruction oft the great whore,

_ cording to the teaching which I am now under, 
and according to what I ſee, and what I really bo- 
lieve; yea, I have not a doubt but that whoever 
lives to ſee it, and compare the 6 one ws the other, 
wn find this to be true. 
BP urthermore, the former trial une the golden 
rs was univerſal; Jeremiab was ordained a prophet 
of the nations. He was to give the cup of the Lord 
to all nations: For thus ſaith the Lord God of Hrael 
uno me; Take the wine cup of this fury at my band, 
and cauſe all the- nations to whom I ſend thee to drink 
it. And they ſhall-drink, and þe moved, and be mad, 
becauſe of the ſcword that I will ſend among them. Jer, 
xxv. 15, 16. And the trial which befalls the nations, 
under the ten toes, or ten kings, ſhall be as univer- 
ſal as that was; for it ſhall reach to all thoſe who 
have drank of the wine cup of the whore's fornica- 


tion. Rev. xvii. 4. And as all nations baue been 


drunk with the wine of ber fornication (Rev. xvii. 3), 
ſo all theſe nations and Kings, over whom that 
great city hath reigned, ſhall be caſt into great tri- 
bulation ; for this hour of temptation ſpall come upon 


all the world to try them. Rev. iii. 10. But my 
buſineſs lies with the people of God, ahd therefore 


I ſhall bring in no more of the calamities that are 
_ threatened to the nations at large, than what 1 is 
needful to help me in the things I have in view. 

The trial that T am about to treat of, is called 2 
| 128 ; which word doth not ä mean the 
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evil {i vggeſtions of Satan, or the enticements and 
allurements which he makes uſe of to draw people 
into fin, but it often means the trials that God brings 
his people into, and the teſts that he puts them to: 
and the Lord did tempt Abrabam. Abraham might 
have ſome godly jealouſies and ſuſpicions of his own 
heart, whether he did not indulge too inordinate an 
affrction for this long-looked-for and: much ex- 
pected heir of promiſe ; and therefore God tempted 
and tried him, not to evil, nor with evil, for in 
this ſenſe God tempteth no man; every man that 
is tempted in this way, is drawn away of his own 
luſt and enticed. Nor did God tempt Abraham 
that he might know what Abraham's faith and heart 
was, for God could not be ignorant of theſe things; 
but God intended that Abraham ſhould know his 
; own integrity, and the power of that grace that 

God had put into him. Moreover It 4s called a 
temptation on various accounts. 

- Firſt, becauſe he is ordered to do ls e a 
contrary to reaſon, to nature, and to all laws, hu- 
man and divine, and that was, to murder his own 
child, without any crime laid to his charge, or with- 
out doing any thing worthy of death or of bonds. 
Adly, He was ordered to do what God never in- 
tended he ſhould do; and this taught Abraham this 
leſſon, that God accepts the will for the deed— 
Tf there be firſt a willing mind, it is accepted; and | 
God received Vaac in a ure, or as. n ve of a 
better lacrifice, 


| 3dly, 
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Icly, This temptation tried Abraham ſorely in 
this: : it was in Abraham, and in his ſeed, that the 
nations of the earth were to be bleſſed; in Iſaac 
the covenant was to be eſtabliſhed, and the ſeed of 
Iſaac was to be as innumerable as the ſtars of hea- 
ven. But how was this to come about if Lac was 
to be no more? 7. berefare ſprang there even of one, 
and him as good a dead, Jo. many as the lars of the 

ſhy in multitude, and as the ſand which is by the fea- 
ſore immmerable. Heb, xi. 14. 
And, laſtly, this trial was to let Abraham know 
the power of grace in his own heart; for Abraham 
obeyed, and went at God's command, and was de- 
_ termined. to ſlay his ſon, rather than keep him as 2 
rival to God. This proved to Abraham that grace 
reigned, and that God was ſupreme i in his affec- 
tions: hence the great encomiums; By my/elf baue 
1 ſorn, ſaith the Lord, becauſe thou haſt done this 
thing, and nat withbeld thy fon, thine only ſon, that 
in bleſſing I will bleſs thee, and in multiplying I will 
multiply thee : and in thy ſeed ſhall all the nations of the 
earth be bleſſed: becauſe thou haſt obeyed my voice. 
Gen. xxii, Now this is called a temptation. . 

Again. The very heavy trial of the children of ; 
| Iſrael in Egypt is called the ſame. Moſes and 
Aaron gather the elders of Iſrael together,. and in- 
form them of the appearance of God to them, and 
of their being ſent to deliver them from their yoke 
of bondage: but, inſtead of a ſpeedy deliverance, as 
” they expected, a yoke WP 1 times heavier comes on 
them. 
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them. Taſk-maſters are appointed over them; a 
double tale of bricks is demanded, no ſtraw is al- 
lowed, and the old men are beaten, becauſe they 
cannot perform impoſſibilities. This embitters 
their fouls, inſomuch that they rebel againſt Moſes 
and Aaron. Aud they met Moſes and Aaron, ob 
Poed in their way, as they came forth from Pharaob ; 
and they ſaid unto them, The Lord look upon you, and 
Judge: becauſe you have made our ſavour to be abborred 
in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in tbe eyes of his ſervants, 
fo put a Jowd in hair bands to ov Joy" 16. "Exod. v. 
wa 21, 

The fiery trial at the Red Sea, and the Glove 
one, of goitig three days in the wilderneſs without 
water, and that of the want of food till the manna 

fell; the judgments that befell the rebellious, which 
_ at times endangered the lives of the whole multi- 
+ tude, and the terrible majeſty of God at the giving 
of the law, which was ſuch as none before ever 
heard and ſaw, and yet lived; are all called tempta- 
tions. Hath God ever afſayed to go and take bim a 
nation, from the midſt of another nation, by temptations, 
by figns, and by wonders, and by war, and by à mighty 
hand, and by a ftretched out arm, and by great terrors, 
according to all that the Lord Jour an _ before Jour 
Hes? Deut iy: 4. 
Moreover, theſe temptations fn upon Pharach 


and upon all the Egyptians; for Moſes was con- 


fronted by the magicians. Every time Pharaoh and 
Ln fervants RO to Moſes, and ſubmitted 
| | Ho themſelves, 
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themſelves, there was reſpite; and every time they 
| hearkened to the magicians, and rebelled, then the 
judgments came on. When God ſent hail and fire 
to deſtroy all that were in the field, both man and 
beaſt, all the Egyptians that feared the Lord took 
their cattle and ſervants home, and faved them; but 
thoſe who abode by the magicians, and feared not 
God, left them in. the field, and they all periſhed. 
Evil angels alſo were ſent among them; theſe, by 
the magicians, influenced and puſhed on Pharaoh 
and his people, till Egypt was deſtroyed, the firſt- 
born ſlain, and Pharaoh and all his hoit drowned in 
che Red Sea. All theſe were temptations upon the 
Egyptians; they rebelled againſt God, and God 
gave them up to believe lies, that they might juſtly 
be damned, for ſhutting their eyes againſt all the 
diſplays of his almighty. power, and for rebelling 
againſt the word and counſel of the Moſt High. 
All theſe are called temptations. 7e have ſeen all 
| that the Lord did before your eyes in the land of Egypt, 
uno Pharaoh, and. unto all bis fervants, and unto all , 
bis land. The'great temptations which thine eyes have 
feen, the figns and thoſe great miracles. Deut. xxix. 23. 
The ſubject now in hand was ſimilar to this. 
The firſt command is given to God's own profeſt- - 
ing people, which is, that the king of Babylon (fays 
God) is my ſervant; and every Iſraelite that falls

it. This was the caſe in Egypt; Moſes and Aaron 
are ſent to declare the will of God, and Satan ſent 
| Jannes and Jambres to oppoſe them: and though 
the magicians and their folly were manifeſted, and 
they were obliged to acknowledge he finger of Cod; 
and although they could not ſtand before Moſes, for 
the plague of the boil was upon the magicians, yet they 
puſhed Pharaoh on, till 7 (faith God) made the na- 
tions to ſhake at the ſound of bis fall, oben 7 cap bin 
down to hell, Ezek. xxxi. 16. 

In Jeruſalem's trial the devil acted the ſame part. 
Jeremiah declares the will of God to the children of 
Judah, that they ſhould ſerve the king of Babylon

Among the nations there is that ſelf-deifier, that en- 


chanter, that hath bewitched and deſtroyed thou- 


fands; I mean Tom Paine; who not only oppoſes 


the ſervants of the Lord, as the falſe prophers did 
in the days of old, but ridicules and blaſphemes

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mouth againſt the heavens, and his tongue walks through - 
the earth. Pſalm Ixxiii. 9. And this monſter in hu- 
man ſhape hath not a few proſelytes in his bonds 
of iniquity: and thoſe who die holden in thele cords. 
of their ſins, ball receive to themſelves damnation, 
faith our great apoſtle. ¶herefore ye muſt needs be 
ſubjetr, not only for wrath „ but alſo for conſcience ſake. 
Rom. xiii. 5. Ye muſt needs be ſubjeft, not only 
through fear of wrath, but ye muſt be ſubject to 
thoſe civil powers that are of God, or you cannot 
keep à conſcience void of offence toward Gad. Tom 
Paine was aware of this, and therefore was under the 
neceſſity of ridiculing, blaſpheming, and exploding 
the Bible, and all the light of divine revelation, in 
order to make room for the Age of Reaſon, or for 
the age in which deified reaſon is exalted, How- 
ever, this is not a new god, or a god newly come 
up; this high thing, this vain imagination, was 
brought forth, and ſer in oppoſition to the King of 
Jacob in Iſaiah's days, Iſa. xli. 21. This ſame god 
was brought forth © by Zedekiah and Ahab, whom 
the king of Babylon roaſted in the fire.“ bp 
Thus the nations now are furniſhed with an en- 
chanter, as in the days of old. And if we come 
nearer home, we ſhall find falſe prophets — us; 
as the Jews had among them. 

Mr. Brothers has told us what he is, and what 
he was appointed to do; what calamities. were com- 
ing heat us; 228228 oy Bar Co-cab, the falſe meſſiah,” 
he 
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| he was going to take both Jews, * as many Gen- 
tiles as pleaſed to follow him, to the Holy Land. 
Great numbers were aſſembling, others letting their 
buſineſs, or retiring from it, getting their pro- 
perty together, to be ready at an hour's warning; 
and ſome have been, in their own imaginations, as 
far as the iſland of Cyprus; but though they have 
been often thus abſent from us in ſpirit, yet their 
bodies, or their ſepulchres, are with us to this day. 
Not a few hypocrites had their beards ſhorn, and 
their heels made bare, by this artificer. Jer. xili. 22. 
"After this buſtle of Bar Co- cab was a little abat- 
ed; the devil raiſed up another, a mere boy; this 
ſeems to have been one that was a lunatic from 
the cradle, for a ſtrange ſpirit hath often taken him. 
This Thudas came forth to perform greater things 
than thoſe of Judas of Galilee in the days of the 
| taxing; he was to convert the Jews before there is 
the leaſt appearance or ſign of the fulneſs of the 
| Gentiles coming in. But did any of the rulers or 
the Phariſees, among the Jews, 'believe on either 
of theſe men? No; they ſuſpected the cheat, they 
had been too often. bit by the devil before, and 
therefore proceeded with caution, However, many 
of the Gentiles received them, as they came in their 
own name (for they never ſavoured of any other), 
eſpecially the latter; for he was a very young man, 
his word was attended with great power among 
the ladies. A little like a former exhibition in Shi- 
Job, when four hundred Benjamites caught four 
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hundred of the dancing daughters of Shiloh in one 
night. Judges xx1. 21. This was caſting the net 
on the right ſide of the ſnip with a witneſs, and 
this late converſion of the Jews ended ſomewhat in 
the ſame way in appearance; only with this differ- 
ence the ſtruggle with the Benjamites was, wWho 
ſhould catch the dancing ladies; but the ſcuffle 
among our dancing girls was, who ſhould catch 
the Benjamite. However time and effects, as well 
zs their own preſumption, hath ſhewn us that . 
but the devil ſent both theſe. e 
We may come a little nigher home yet. Not . 
| ow of various denominations, - yea among the dig- 
nified and among the decent, are nothing elſe but 
falſe prophets; yea, the nation ſwarms with them, 
and who are not at all afraid to ſpeak evil of dignities ; 
their looks and words both tell you that She y neither 
fear God, nor honour the king. Theſe help forward 
the calamity; they preach rebellion againſt the Lord, 
and are the ſnares and traps of Satan in this hour 
of temptation ; and ſo it will appear in the end, 
whoever lives to ſee it. For if thoſe who reſiſt the 
civil powers ſhall receive to themſelves damnation, | 
for this 1s the threatening of God in this hour of 
temptation, / then what can become of the proſelytes 
of thoſe men who enforce and encourage little elſe, 
and whoſe proſelytes breathe out ſuch malice, re- 
venge, blood, and ſtaughter? What ſpirit is this 2 
Why, the ſame that influenced the high-prieſt and 
people of the Jews againſt Chriſt, And what ſpirit 
| 5 was 
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was that? The Saviour tells them, zhis is your hour, 

and the power of darkneſs. Luke xxii. 53. Where- 
ever this ſpirit dwells, there the devil reigns. e 
were the children of Abrabam (as all believers are), 
ye would do the works of Abraham; that is, they 
would obey the Saviour's voice, keep his word, 
and love his name. But now ye /eck to kill me, a 
man that hath told you the truth, which I have, beard 
of God: this did not Abraham. Ye do the deeds of 
your father : for ye are of your father the devil, and 
the luſts of your father ye will de: he was a murderer 
- from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, becauſe 
there is no truth in him. When he ſpeaketh a lie, 
be ſpeaketh of bis own: far be is 4 liar, and the 
father of it. John viii. In this paſſage Chriſt ex- 
cludes all the ſpiritual children of Abraham from 
| theſe works of darkneſs. i tell you the truth (ſays 
Chriſt), and Je believe me not, They rejected the 
word of the Lord, and truſted in a lie, and ſought 
to kill the Lord of life; and ſuch are of their fo 
ther the devil, for no lie is of the truth, no liar 
enters the heavenly Jeruſalem ; and he that is angry 
with his brother without a cauſe, 'is a murderer ; 
and no murderer hath eternal life abiding in him, 
Why are the higher powers hated ? Why; becauſe 
they are the higher powers. Who made them ſo? 
Why, God. Then he that reſiſteth the power re- 
ſiſteth the ordinances of God, and fights againſt 
him, and they that reſiſt ſhall receive to themſelves 
damnation, 1

The next thing, in the ancient ſtory of the Jews, 
which I ſhall conſider is, that moſt dreadful fin of 
perjury, which at that time was one of their leading 
national crimes. God orders the Jews, by Jere- 
miah, to proclaim deliverance to every bond-man 
and bond-maid among them that were Jews, ac- 
according to the law of releaſe, which was to be 
proclatmed on the year of jubilee; and at this time 
the king of Babylon's army was againſt Ferufalem, * 1 
and againſt all the cities of Judah. This they obeyed; 
they made a' covenant in the houſe of God, and = 
confirmed it by cutting a calf in twain, and paſſing 
between the two parts of it, and let their Hebrew 

ſervants go free, and, I think, they ſwore to it; 
for they are charged with fwearing falfely, Will ye 
feal, murder, and commit adultery, and fwear falſely, 
and come and ftand before me in this bouſe, which is 
called by my name? 8c. Jer. vii. 9, 10. When they 
had ſet their ſervants at liberty, the Chaldeans went 
away and left the city; and as ſoon as this was 
done, they returned and took: all their ſervants back 
again into bondage. 1 

The king likewiſe had 8 himſelf; for _— 
when the king of Babylon ſer him on the throne, " KB 
he ſwore allegiance to him, but afterwards rebelled, 
and hired the forces of Egypt to aſſiſt him. Hence 
the heavy charge — But he rebelled againſt him in 

ſending his ambaſſadors into Egypt, that they might 

give him horſes and much people. Shall he profper ? 

Hall be eſcape that deeth ſuch things ? or ſhall be break 
| the 
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the covenant, and be delivered? As I live, ſaith the 
Lord, ſurely in the place where the king dwelleth that 
made him king, whoſe oath he deſpiſed, and whoſe co- 


venant he brake, even with him in the midſt of Baby- 


lon he ſhall die. Neither ſhall Pharaoh, with bis 


mighty army, make for him in the war. Seeing be 


deſpiſed the oath by breaking the covenant, when, lo, 
be had given his hand, and hath done all theſe things, 
he ſhall not eſcape. Ezek. xvii. 15—18. Falſe 
| ſwearing ſeems to be the crying crime of their na- 


tion; and the ſame is the leading crime of ours, in 


this hour of temptation which is come upon us. 
No ſmall number among us, who have took oaths 

to be true and faithful to our preſent ſovereign, 
are now. moſt falſe, unfaithful to him, and filled 


with a ſpirit of rebellion againſt him; this is exactly 


the ſame crime as that of the Jews of old. 
Our oaths are as follow. — The oath 5 allegiance 


runs thus : 


« I do ſincerely promiſe and ſwear, that T: will 


be faithful, and bear true allegiance to his majeſty 
King George. So help me God.”— The oath of 


ſupremacy thus: - 
I do ſwear, that 1 40 from my lar 1863 
deteſt, and abjure, as impious and heretical, that 


damnable doctrine and poſition, that princes, ex- 


communicated or deprived by the pope, or any 
authority of the ſee of Rome, may be depoſed or 
murdered by their ſubjects, or any other whatſo- 
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ever. And I do declare, that no foreign prince; 
1 yy perſon, 
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perſon, prelate, ſtate, or potentate, hath, or ought 
to have, pre-eminence or authority, eccleſiaſtical 
or ſpiritual, within this realm. So help me God.“ 
The oath of abjuration is after the following manner: 

« I do truly and ſincerely acknowledge, profeſs, 
teſtify, and declare, in my conſcience, before God 
and the world, that our ſovereign lord King George 
is lawful and rightful king of this realm, and all 
other his majeſty's dominions thereunto belonging. 
And I do ſolemnly and ſincerely declare, that I do 
believe, in my conſcience, that not any of the de- 
ſcendants of the perſon who pretended to be Prince 
of Wales during the life of the late King James 


the Second, and ſince his deceaſe pretended to be, 


and took upon himſelf the ſtile and title of King 
of England, by the name of King James the 
Third; or of Scotland, by the name of James: the 
Eighth; or the ſtile and title of King of Great 
Britain; hath any right or title whatſoever to the 
crown of this realm, or any other of the dominions 
thereunto belonging. And I do renounce, refuſe, 
and abjure, any allegiance or obedience to any of 
them. And I do ſwear, that I will bear faith and 
true allegiance to his majeſty King George, and 
him I will defend, to the utmoſt of my power, 
againſt all traitorous conſpiracies and attempts what- 
ſoever, which ſhall be made againſt his perſon, 
crown, and dignity. And I will do my utmoſt en- 
deayour to diſcloſe and make known to his majeſty, 
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and his ſucceſſors, all treaſons and traitorous con- 
ſpiracies which I ſhall know to be againſt him, or 
any of them. And do faithfully promiſe, to the 
utmoſt of my power, to ſupport, maintain, and 

defend, the ſucceſſion of the crown againſt the 
deſcendants of the faid James, and againft all other 
perſons whatſoever; which ſucceffion, by an act, 
entitled, An Act for the further Limitation of the 
Crown, and better ſecuring the Rights and Liber- 
ties of the Subject; is, and ſtands, limited to the 
Princeſs Sophia, Electoreſs and Ducheſs Dowager 
of Hanover,” and the heirs of her body, being 
Proteſtants. And all theſe things 1 plainly and 
fincerely acknowledge and ſwear, according to theſe 
expreſs words by me ſpoken, and according to the 
plain and common ſenſe and underſtanding of the 
fame words; without any equivocation, mental eva- 
fions, or fecret reſervation whatſoever. And I do 
make this recognition, acknowledgment, abjura- 
tion, renunciation, and promiſe, heartily, willingly, 
and truly, upon the true faith * 4 nn; So 
help me God.“

Many 80 very light of g 
it, and tell you they take a glaſs afterward, and 
ſwallow it down: that is eaſily done, becauſe of the 
aſſiſtance of Satan, who is always preſent at the 
taking of a falſe oath, as he is with a ſelf murderer, 
to lend a hand; and the reaſon of Satan's preſence 
is, becauſe God is not in all their thoughts. But 
although an oath is eaſily ſwallowed down, it is not 
ſo eaſily. purged off. An oath was a light thing 
with Eſau; he ſold his birthright for a meſs of pot- 
tage, and ore by God at the ſale of it. Parting 
with his birthright was deſpiſing regeneration and 
God's predeſtination to the adoption of ſons; and 
when he found that the birthright and the bleſſing 
were inſeparable, he changed his mind, and would 
have willingly been perjured, if God, who was 
called in as a witneſs at the ſale, would but have 
connived at his ſin, and proved falſe to the pur- 
chaſer: but he found no place of repentance in the 
immutability, faichfulneſs, and truth of God; no, 
nor yet in the bowels of his long: ſuffering mercy, 
nor in his eternal love in the Meſſiah—and there is 
no other place where real repentance can work, 7 
flow out, or be drawn forth, but in theſGQ.

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He was of the royal houſe of David, and king over 
the people of God, and tried to the utmoſt to 
eſcape the vengeance of the Chaldeans ; he fled by 
the way of the plain, and many of his body guards 
ſtuck to him, till the Chaldeans purſued him; they 
took and brought him to Riblah ; all his wives, 
concubines, princeſſes, and ladies of honour, were 
brought forth to the king of Babylon's princes; all 
his children were flain before his face, and after- 
ward his own eyes were put out, and he was bound 
in chains, and carried to Babylon, where he died;

The prophet was ordered to write 
another; and this part of the roll, that fled to Ba- 
bylon, contained the curſes denounced againſt the 
rebels: there is no going from God's e 3 there is no 
fleeing from his preſence. 

Nor is our nation the only one that is ig 
into this guilt of perjury. I have no doubt but the 
greater part of thoſe who brought the F rench king 
to the block were thoſe who had ſworn true alle- 
giance to him: this may be read in the judgment 
that overtook an! Wes the whole Roman em- 
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fin of nations; and it muſt be fo; for this hour of 
| tempration ſhall come upon all the world, to try them 
that dwell upon the earth. Rev. iii. 10. Wherever 


this ſpirit of diſaffection runs, thither the temptation 


goes; and Satan will ply them the hardeſt with it, 
who have bound themſelves to their . with 


the moſt ſacred oaths. 
And any watchful eye may- ſee the Sia of God 


purſue the falſe ſwearers. Two perſons, if I forget 


not, called miniſters. of God, who had taken the 


above oaths, are gone to Botany-bay: one, if not 


more, are, or have been, confined 1 in gaols; and - 


how many of the perjured ſallors came to an igno- 
minious death, I cannot tell; but two of them, if 


report be true, confeſſed before their awful exit that 


their firſt ſtep to ruin was reading Tom Paine's 


books: in theſe, Paine's ſins are open beforehand, 
and gone before him to judgment; and thoſe who 
ſtole away the king's frigate, and murdered their of- 


 ficers, and then carried her into one of the ports of 
Spain, will not eſcape the juſtice of God. 


I believe the time of the Jews' temptation laſted 
ſome years, from the rumours of the war to the taking 


of the city; and no doubt but this was done, that all 
who feared God might eſcape; for he is long ſuffering 

Jo us ward, And this of ours, which is a reaCting of 
that, hath continued a good while, and no doubt for 


the ſame purpoſe ; for many who, 1 believe, fear 


Sad, are at this time ee in Satan 5 ſnare, who 
1 | muſt 
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muſt come out of it; for they muſt be kept from this 
hour of teniptation (or from being ruined by it) 2who 
keep the word of his patience, I have known ſome 
pious ſouls who, by the infernal diligence of unfeel- 
ing men, have been ſadly ſtiffened in the neck by 
Satan, as well as Zedekiah; but God hath convinced 
them of their error, and undeceived them, and their 
ſouls have ſmarted ſorely for their madneſs. One of 
theſe is a gentleman of the faculty, now living at 
Woolwich: Theſe have eſcaped the ſnare of the 
fowler, and ſo it muſt be; for he that feareth God 
ſhall come forth of them all. Eccl. vii. 18. God's 
command to us is, Let every Joul be ſubjefF to the 
higher powers. His promiſe is, Do good, and thou 
Halt have praiſe of the ſame. Yea, and a good con- 
ſcience: Ze muſt be ſubject, for conſcience ſake. This 
is our watchword in this hour of temptation. His 
threatening is, They that refit, reſiſt the ordinance of 
Cod, and ſhall receive to themſelves damnation. This is 
God's ſentence and denunciation againſt the rebel- 
lious; and thus I have given a portion to ſeven, and 
alſo to eight ; for I know not do bat evil ſhall be upon the 
earth. F ccl. xi. 2. Many warnings and cautions 
have I given you from this pulpit, when the devil 
ſent forth one of his drummers to beat a march to 
the Holy Land: I told you it was a trick of the 
devil, which gave great offence to ſome, who ſoon 
after prepared for the journey; but they have been 
_ aſhamed to ſhow their heads ſince. When the great 

converter of the Jews-fell down from the moon, I 
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ad; you he was nothing but a preſumptuous im- 
poſtaor; and the expedition to convert the pagans 
was nothing elſe but one of Satan's rattles, intended 
to make a flir, and collect a crowd together, only 
to amuſe them, and divert their minds from attend- 
ing to the things that make for their peace. And 
when that great power, like Simon Magus, came 
among you from Plymouth, who had ſtudied the art 
of moving the paſſions, I told you that the devil, 
and none but the devil, was in him: and in which 
of theſe aſſertions have I appeared a falſe prophet ? 
Here I am; teſtify againſt me: but you cannot; 
nor ſhall you find me a falſe prophet in this matter. 
| Moreover, you have heard that God hath pro- 
| fee, that in every temptation he will, with the 
- temptation, make a way for his people's eſcape, that 
they may be able to bear it. Iſrael eſcaped in Egypt, 
when Pharaoh and his hoſt, who rebelled againſt 
God, were: deſtroyed. Thoſe that obeyed the voice 
of God by Jeremiah, fled to Babylon, and found 
God, and ſeveral eminent prophets raiſed up there: 


Daniel was a miniſter of ſtate ; Mordecai in the houſe . 


of Haman; Eſther queen of the empire; and Ezra 
was the king's cup-bearer. The heathen nations, 


x who yielded obedience to God, kept their kingdoms. 


Juſt before Jeruſalem's laſt deſtruction, the watch - 
words went forth: Bebold, the judge ſtandeth before the 
door; whereby we know it is the laſt times; wrath is 
come upon them to the uttermoſt. W hen the. rumours 
bi the Romiſh war went forth, the children of the 

4 day 
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4 were upon the watch; and when the army came 
into Judea, they fled to Pella; ; and fo it will be now. 
Let us conſider what the Lord fays to us; for it is 
to us the following words are ſpoken: Be watchful, 
and firengthen the things which remain, that are ready 
to die, Be watchful, and ſee the frame and ſtate 
thou art in; take notice of the truths you hald, and 
hold faſt, that you loſe nothing. Obſerve God's 
- judgments abroad in the earth, and what is coming 
on, and watch over each other, that ye be not Ccar- ' 
ried away in this hour of temptation. 

The next words imply that many are already 
turned aſide after Satan, and that others were much 
infected; hence the command, &treugthen the things 
which remain, which remain with you, and which 
are not carried away, and which are ready to dit. 
| Theſe things are the veſſels of mercy, which are ſtag- 
gered, ſtumbled, and weakened: by the many that ate 
led into rebellion, concluding they ſhall never. bear 

up, and hold out, and halting between the word of 

God and the cry of thouſands in a profeſſion, mi- 
niſters as well as people, and who are looked up to 
as men of great knowledge and wiſdom ; but their 
wiſdom per verts them. Remember therefore how 
thou haſt received and heard, and hold faſt and re- 
pent. Lou have heard the doctrines of the ever- 
laſting goſpel, and you have heard the will of Gd 

revealed to you, that you muſt be ſubject to the 
higher powers. This laſt part of the will of God 
us: of you have relinquiſhed. and given up: and 
remember,

-fernember; that God i is the author of that part of 
ſcripture as well as of all the reſt ; and as Satan hath 


made ſuch a ſucceſsful attack upon you, he will not 


quit the field till he hath got the whole, for the whole 
is in danger: to deny any one part to be true, is to 


_ deny the whole, and make God a liar, for no lie is 


of the truth. Some profeſſors are gone ſo far al- 


ready, that, when they are preſſed hard upon this 


head, they are obliged to confeſs, © they do not be- 
lieve the Bible.” Hence the exhortation that Jeſus 


by bis angel ſends to us, Remember how thou haſt 
"received and beard, and bold faſt. _ | 


But why are we ſo charged by the Lord to hold 
faſt? Becauſe our ſafety lies in it. Thoſe that keep the 


word of his patience, be will keep (from being carried 
away by Satan) in this hour of temptation. Rev. iti. 10. 
In the next place, thoſe that fear God, and have 
been led aſtray by it, are exhorted to repent; for 
this trap of the devil hardens the heart, and makes 


men vain, proud, and ſelf-conceited. If you argue 
with them, and bring forth the will of God to them 
in his word, it makes no impreſſion; they bring 


ſorth their ſtrong reaſons againſt God himſelf: and 
ſure J am, that nothing but evangelical repentance 
can fave theſe from deſtruction, and ſet them down 


at the Saviour's feet to receive and obey his word. 
The devil, by the inſtrumentality of Tom Paine, 


having come down among us in great wrath, gives 


me ſome room to ſuſpect, that he knows he hath 


but a anna time, before thet infernal head will be 
4387 . . | cunded 
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| wounded over divers countries. Perh aps this tem pta- 
tion that is now abroad in the earth is ſomething 
preparatory to what is yet to come. The long diſ- 
pute between Michael and the devil, in the days of 
Jeremiah, was to ſeparate the vile from the precious ; 
and when this divifion was made, the ſword of war 
determined the point, the rebels yarns and 5 
righteous lived. 

At that time the devil had got the army of che 
Jews on his ſide, as well as the king, the princes, 5 
the prieſts, and the falſe prophets. Hence you read, 
that Jeremiah went forth to go into Benjamin; and 
Tohen he was in the gate, the captain of the ward took 
Bim, Jaying, Thou Jalleſt away to the Chaldeans: and the 
princes were ceroth with bim, and ſinote him, and put bim 
in priſen. Jer. xxxvii. 15. Now this preſent hour of 
temptation is to make the ſame diviſion. And 7 will 
Purge out from among ou the rebels, and them that 
tranſgreſs againſt me: and I will bring them ferth out 
of the country where they ſojourn, and they ſhall not en- 
ter into the land of Jjraet, and ye ſhall know that I am 
the Lord. Ezek. xx. 38. This ſame work is now 
going on in our barn floor; the chaff from the 
Wheat is ſeparating, carnal profeſſocs' and hypo- 
crites, the devil is gathering them together, uy Tom 
Painc's books, and our falſe prophets; and in the 
bond of i iniquity he holds them faſt, while thoſe who 
do know their God cleave to him, to his ſervants, 
and to his word, in the bond of love. And ſome- 
thing, which perhaps is yet to — will determine 
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this ch of the comroverſy of Zion; for not the re- 
bels, nor the wicked who join hand i in hand, ſhall 

| 8 eſcape, but thoſe who keep the word of his patience, in 
|  theloveof it; and this part of it in particular, be jub- 
| Jef to the bigher powers : theſe he will keep (from be- 
ing carried away) in this hour of temptation. Hence 
the following condition, ſpoken by way of threaten- 
ing; If therefore thou ſhalt not watch, I will come on 
thee as a thief, and thou ſpalt not know what hour I 
Will come upon thee. Rev. iii. 3. Theſe words plainly 
imply, that thoſe who are obedient, believe his word, 
and watch his hand, and his judgments which are 
abroad in the earth, ſhall have timely notice, and 
know, i in due time, when he comes, and what he 
means to do, fo as to eſcape; for he will reveal his 
fecrets to. bis ſervants the prophets. But thoſe profeſ- 
 fors, who are led away by the devil into this damn- 
able deluſion, will be given up to blindneſs of mind, 
inſenſibility, and hardneſs of heart; their heads will 
be ſtuffed with politics, their hearts with malice and 
murder, and all their hopes and expectations will be 
upon anarchy, To theſe, faith Chriſt, will I come as 
@ thief (in the night), and thou ſhalt not know what 
hour I will come upon thee, 'T hoſe who ſhall efcape 
this perilous hour are pointed out in the following 
verſe: Thou haſt a few names even in Sardis, which 
have nat defiled their garments; and they ſhall walk with 
me in "obile, for they are worthy. Rev. iii. 4. 'Theſe 
were not polluted with adultery or fornication, nei- 


ther FW perjury. rebellinp. damnable hereſy, nor 


ſuperſtition

. ſuperſtition); and theſe Thall ſtill walk wich Etain; . 
when many ſhall fall off; and walk in white, wheti 
many are defiled and polluted; and mall be counted 
worthy, when the hypocrites” hope ſhall periſh, * 
their truſt ſhall be in a ſpider's 1 web.

I ſhall now conſider over again the watchword 
in my text, Go away, Band not Hill. They knew 
before where . were to 80 15 and what” —_ 


opportanky offered for their Ades and therefore 
he gives the watchword, and enforces i it, Go away, 
fland noi fill. This ſtrange work will be brought 
to paſs again, when the moſt perilous time, the 
hotteſt hour comes on, which, perhaps, may be 
very violent, but very ſhort: and as then, ſo now, 
Chriſt will be a ſtrength to the needy in his diſ- 
treſs, ſhould the blaſt of the terrible ones ſend a 
ſtorm to the wall. Chriſt is a hiding-place himſelf, 
and he will provide a retreat for thoſe who obey-his 
voice in this degenerate age. Come, my people, enter 
thou into thy chambers, and out thy doors about thee ; 3 
hide thyſelf as it were for a moment, till the indignation 
be overpaſt; God revealed his ſecret to Jeremiah, 
and he gave the watchword to all that attended him, 
cleaved to him, and obeyed the voice of the Lord 
by him, And fo it will be again, when the righteous 
are fixed in the truth, and the. rebels ripe for de- 
ſtruction. The ſervants of the Lord will have 
timely intimation; and thoſe that obey the voice of 
the Lord, and cleave to him, and mu faſt his word, 
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will take the warning, and embrace che ſhelter, and 


none elſe; for thoſe: that are in Satan's, trap are 
filled with ſuch deſperate malice and madneſs againſt 


every miniſter of the word, and againſt every child 


of God who dares, to, oppoſe or advance truth 
againſt their rebellious ſpirits, that they are. like 
atheiſts, they will take no warning, nor give credit 
to any thing that. ſhall be ſaid. The prophet is the 
Hare of a  fowler i in all his ways ; the ſpiritual man is 
mad becauſe of thy great hatred. Theſe will be 
like Lot's ſons- in- law; they will laugh, and lay 
down, till the flames of eternal fire rouſe them the 


ſecond time; or like king Zedekiah, who perſiſted 
in his rebellion till he faw the king of Babylon's 


princes in the gates of the city: then he fled; but 
the vengeance of heaven ſoon overtook him. Even 


in the chapel there hath been ſome of this call, wo 


haye made ,a wry mouth, grinned, like a dog, 


even gnaſhed their teeth, while I have been 1 5 


upon theſe things, which believe in my conſcience 


to be true and right, and that 1 it is my duty to en- 
force them. But if they can gnaſh their teeth | in the 


houſe of God, what will they 1 in the pains of hell? 
But they ſerved ] eremiah worſe than this, for every 
ene of them curſed | him.

| God out of his heart, Fd the truth of God out of

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his mouth: what he ſaid! came: to paſs, and none of 
his words fell to the N C0 N RY not 
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into your mind. This was a hint that they ſhould 
go as far off as Babylon; and it was à caution not 
to liſten to every lo here, or lo there, or to give 
heed to any of the lies and carnal reaſonings of the 
falſe prophets which the devil would raiſe up in 
Babylon: for all that Satan wants is to drive God 
out of all: our thoughts, as God complains. How 
long ſhall this be in the heart of the prophets that pro- 
Pbeſy lies? Yea, they are prophets of the deteit of their 
0701 hearts, which think to cauſe my people to forget 
my name by their dreams which they tell every man to 
his neighbour, as their fathers have forgotten my” name 
for Baal. Jer. xxiii. 26, 27. This is the work of 
the devil now; almoſt every houſe has got a politi- 
cian in it, or an enchanter, or a charmer ; and this 
tool of Satan is the ſnare and curſe of the whole fa- 
mily; his work is to fill their minds and entertain 
them with the wonderful productions of this age * 
_ reaſmm, and to bring in the freſh contents of every 
oppoſition newſpaper, that by theſe means every 
thought of their hearts may be alicnated' from God, 
and be kept in captivity to the obedience of Satan: 
hence the exhortation, Remember the Lord afar off 
and let Teruſalem come into your mind. For if I re- 
member the Lord, I ſhall meditate on him, and on 


his wopdesful works and he will remember me, 
and 
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and let me know it; my thoughts ſhall often meet 
with his; I ſhall be upon the watch, and be led to 
compare what I ſee with what I read; and this will 
lead me to conſider. what ſafety or protection he

Cod loved the gates of 
Zion more than all the dwellings of Jacob; and it was 
revealed from heaven, that although he had, for the 


ſins of his people, deſpiſed his habitation by caſting 


it down to the ground, and that he remembered not 
Bis footftool in the day of bis anger (Lam. ii. 1), ye! 
be would chooſe Jeruſalem again. It would once more 
be the city of che living God, where Immanuel 
would appear, and make reconciliation for the ſins 


of all his people, which are ſcattered throughout 
the whole world. Hence the prediction of the 


Pfalmiſt, F 7 forget thee, O Feru/alem, let my right 


hand forget her cunning ; let my tongue \cleave to the 


roof of my mouth, if I do not prefer Jeruſalem above my 
chief joy. But the law is now gone' forth out of 


Zion, and the word of the Lord from Jeruſalem ; 


therefore we muſt look for Jeruſalem, for the city 
of the great King, elſewhere. Coming to God the

judge af all under his teaching, and to Jeſus the 
mediator of the new covenant by faith, and to the 
ſaints in heart-felt love and affection, 1 18 coming to 
the heavenly Jeruſalem; for all believers are fellow- 
citixens with the ſaints, and of the houſehold of Cod.

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Some dream of a univerſal republic, as ſome for- 
mer kings in France did of univerſal empire; but 


We are as ſecure from that as the word of the im- 


mutable God can make us. At the diviſion of the 
Roman empire into kingdoms, according to the 


prophecy of Daniel, ten kings roſe up in it about 


one and the fame time; hence the empire is called 
a beaſt, and the ten kings the ten horns of the beaſt, 
which have all, more or leſs, in' times paſt, puſhed 
and fought in defence of the beaſt, and in defence of 
popery: and though this exact number ten hath not 


always been the ſame, but ſometimes more and 


ſometimes leſs, yet that was the number at the firſt 


diviſion, and believe it will be the ſame when ing | 


judges Babylon the great. 
' Some few years ago, if I conjectire right, dere 


were ele ven kings in the empire: the king of Bri- 


tain, of Denmark, of Sweden, of Poland, of Bo- 
hemia, of Pruſſia, of Naples, of Sardinia, of France, 


of Spain, and of Portugal; and although Fr: rance 
and Poland are now without kings, yet there re- 
main nine ſtill. Whether there be any other 


prinees that are crowned heads in the empire, I 
know not; but thoſe above mentioned have borne 
the title of kings; this is well known among us. 
The pope is not included in this lift, for he is the 
little horn before whom three horns fell, and ever 
ſince the popes have worn a triple crown. For fo 
it is written — ier this I Jaw in the night viſſons, 
and bebold a * wo dreadful and Ferries and 
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gong exceedingly ; ; andi it had great iron teeth : it de- 
voured and brake in pieces, and ſtamped the reſo due-with 
the feet of it: and it was diverſe from all the beaſts 
that ere before it; and it had ten horns. I confi der- 
ed the horns, and behold, there came up among them 


| another little born, before whom there were three of the 


fir horus Plucked up by the roots: and, behold, in this 
horn chere eyes like the eyes of a man, aud a mouth 
Speaking great things. 1 Gebeld till the thrones Were 
caft down, and the Ancient of days did fit, whoſe gar- 
ment was white as ſnow, and the hair of his head like 
the pure wool : his throne wwas like the fiery flame, and 
bis wheels as burning fire. A fiery ftream iſſued and 
came forth from before him: thouſand thouſands mi- 
niſtered unto him, and ten thouſand times ten thouſand 


flood before him: the judgment was ſet, and the books 
were opened, I beheld then becauſe of the voice of the 


great words which the born ſpake : I beheld, even till 
the beaſt was ſlain, and his body Aeſtroyed, and given 
to the burning flame. T ſaw in the night vifions, and, 


Behold, one like the Son of Man came with the clouds of 
heaven, and came to the Ancient of days, and they 


brought him near before him. And there was given 
him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 
ple, nations, and languages, ſhould ſerve bim: his do- 


minion is an everlaſting dominion, which ſhall not 


paſs away, and his kingdom that which ſhall not be 


defrayed. Dan. vii. Daniel, in this viſion, ſees the 


Cbaldean empire rolled round to Rome; the Baby- 
We = | lonian, © 
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lonian, the Median and Perſian, and the Grecian, 
were, in viſion, paſſed away. 

Fe calls this 2 diverſe from all "the reſp, be⸗ 
cauſe of the ecclefiaſtical and civil power being i in- 
terwoven together in the pope, the head of the 
beaſt, and be it had deſtroyed all the others. 
He ſees the diviſion of the empire into en kingdoms; 
hence he ſays the beaſt had ten horns. Then he 
ſees a little horn ſpring up among the ten; this is 
the pope, before whom three horns were plucked 
up: this alludes to the three countries conquered by 
- Pepin and Charlemain, kings of France, who pro- 
moted the pope, and gave him theſe three countries 
for his patrimony, and on, which account the popes 
of Rome have worn a triple crown ever ſince. 
The great words which this horn ſpake, alludes to 
the doctrine of devils, which the New Teſtament 
applies to him. At the head of this ten-horned 
beaſt he ſits, and will till the Ancient of days comes, 
who is deſcribed in verſe ninth. This coming of 
Chriſt i is not to judge the quick and dead, but to 
take to himſelf his great power, and to reign uni- 
verſally in a ſpiritual way. The fiery ſtream at- 
tending him, will, according to the New Teſta- 
ment, burn the great whore Wi th fire. The thou- 
ſands that miniſter unto him, are thoſe that em- 
brace his truth; and thoſe who ſtand before him to 
be judged, are ſuch as have killed his ſaints, and i is 
therefore called judging the great whore, avenging 
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the blood of his ſaints, and giving the murderers 


blood to drink. The books being opened, is in- 


tended to ſhew that he will proceed according to 
men's deſerts, and execute the vengeance threaten- 
ed, that his ; judgments t may appear to be both righte- 
ous and true, which 1s what the living faints will 
applaud. His coming with the clouds of heaven,

to the burning flame; this is Paul's man of ſin, the 


wicked one, whom the Lord ſhall conſume with the 


ſpirit of his mouth, and deſtroy by the brightneſs of 
his coming. And when this is done Babylon falls, 
and the kingdoms of this world become the king- 
doms of our God, and of his Chriſt; and ſo Daniel 
ſays, S There was given bim dominion, and glory , and a 
kin gaom, that all nations ſhould ſerve him. 
© The latter part of the chapter explains the firſt. 
Theſe great beaſts, which are four, are four kings 


which ſhall ariſe out of the earth ; ; which are the Ba- 
byloman, the Median and Perſian, the Grecian, 


and the Roman. Then I would know the truth of 
the fourth beaſt, and of the ten horns that were in

And then ſhall come on the univerſal reign of 
Chriſt. And ſo it follows—T; bus be ſaid, The - fourth.

given to the people of the ſaints of the Mot High, 
whoſe kingdom is an everlaſting kingdom, and all do- 
minions (or rulers) hall ſerve. and obey him. ' Hitherto 
is the end of the matter. Dan. vii. 27, 28. Accord- 
ing to this prophecy, this beaſt and his ten horns. 
are to continue till the univerſal reign of Chriſt. 
And when he comes, he will firſt deftroy the beaſt, 
burn the whore with fire, avenge the blood of his 
ſaints, deſtroy them that deftroy the earth, and ſet 
up his own kingdom, and all nations ſhall ferve and 
obey him. Ezekiel is very clear upon this—he 
hved to ſee the overthrow. of the Babylonian e em- 
pire, when Belſbazzar was ſlain, and Darius "the 
Medean took the kingdom (Dan. v. 30, 31); and 
he tells us that there ſhall be three more overthrows, 
and then the rightſul Heir of all things and of all 
kingdoms ſhall come.

12. Aud the ten horns 'which thou ſaweſt: are ten 
kings, which have received no kingdom as yet (that is, 


they had no kingdoms in John's time), zur ceius 


over as kings, one hour with the beaſt (that is, the 
pope and theſe ten kings ſhall” receive their power 
as Kings all together, ati the fame hour, or about 
one and the ſame time; they ſhall all riſe up toge- 
ther). Theſe kings have one mind (that is; are of one 
religion, they were to be all papiſts together, a#in 
former times they all have been), and ſball gius their 
power and ſtrength unto the beaſt; ſubmit their power 
to him, and engage their ſtrength in behalf of him 


and his religion, as all of them have done, more or 


k-fs. Theſe ſhall make war with: the Lamb, and the

Nor ſhall all the wiſdom of this 
age of reaſon, falſely fo called, ever make void one 
jat or tittle of God's word: for this age of reaſon is 


SGock's hour of temptation; and the wiſeſt men in 


their own conceit in this age are the faſteſt caught 
in the devil's trap: they aim at the deſtruction of 
all the higher powers, but God aims at the deſtruc- 
tiom of rebels. We are not perſecuted for religion, 
nor yet ſor conſcience ſake. If any are bufferted, it 
s in ſtrict juſtice, for their faults, Therefore, reader, 
ceaſe to hear the inſtrudtion that cauſeth thee to err 
from the words and ways of wiſdom. Pay no regard 
td any preacher, either in church or meeting, who 

kindles the flames of rebellian, and breathes out rage, 
malice, and ſlaughter, againſt the civil rulers of the 
earth; for as ſurt as God communicates his ſpirit by 
8 * ee of his goſpel, ſo ſure does the devil, 
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that old rebel, traitor, and murderer, enter the hearts 


of men, by the reading of Tom Paine's books, and 


by the inflammatory diſcourſes of ſuch preachers 


They know not the thoughts of the Lord, nor de —_— un- 
Aerſtand his councils. 7 

Beſides: what good can be 3 tha per- 
jured men? Men that can make oath to be true and 
faithful to their ſovereign, and then rebel againſt 


him, are in the ſame awful ſtate of Zedekiah and 


all his princes, his prieſts, and his falſe prophets. 
What! can they ſwear in the preſence of God tliat 
they will relinquiſh all claim upon the Bible, if they 
prove falſe or unfaithful? and can they challenge 
the omniſcience of Heaven to find out the cheat, and 
defy him to avenge it? Can they bring themſelves 


under every threatening, plague, and curſe; under 


all the wrath, judgments, and indignation of 'Gadj: 
and under the damnation of hell, and then ſtand up 
and preach, and call themſelves the ſervants of God 


The hand of God hath been ſeen upon ſome of 


| theſe ſeducers already ; and ſo it is upon ſome Who 
are, and have been, ſeduced by them. You may 


rage and rail, and curſe. me, as long as you pleaſe; 


and you may ſend me a few more anonymous ſeraps 
of ſcurrility, rebukes, and blaſphemy ; but I ſtill tell

_ ehicken'the former fox, who was of the ſame family, 
Tad killed, and now fought the life of the hen her- 
ſelf; nor could they reſt till they had killed both 
the dam and its young.

It was Herod and his men of war who arrayed Chriſt, 
"mocked him, and ſet him at nought; and to all this 
the Lord alludes, when he calls it /be word of his pa- 
Fence, and cautions us \againſt being I LE 85 
Satan in this hour of temp tation. | 
Women, too, young and old, are den out 
ſlaughter againſt the ruling powers. Tom Paine 
and Satan have ſtuffed their heads full of politics. 1 
think theſe had better guide the houſe, teach their 
children to read, and take in a little plain work. 
And old men, alſo, half in the grave and half out, 
5 vow revile the gods, and Real evil "of the rulers of the

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People. Theſe ſeem determined to ad like Barabbas, 
ferment a ſpirit of infurreBlion.. I believe the two 
thieves had ſome hand in this; and, if they had, 
they were honeſt, eſpecially one of them, for he de- 
clared that they ſuffered juſtly, and received the due 
reward of their deeds, Luke xxiii. 41. But. ſure 1 


am, that the god of this world muſt be awfully let 1 


looſe upon us, when ſo many are trying to put /be 
foundations of the earth out of courſe, and to make the 
dark places of it full of the habitations of cruelty. If 
civil magiſtrates are taken up in the lips of ralkers, 


and become the table chat and ſcorn of women, the 


ſport of children, and the ſong of drunkards, 
we may fear that God and religion will ſoon be the 
ſame; for if they honour not the king, they will 
ſoon tell us that they fear not God. And not a few, 
who eat the bread of the governors, are in this ſpi-

bringing their ſheaves with them, I know where 
this my teaching, and this my teſtimony, came 
from, and I know it is of God; therefore remem- 
ber that I have admoniſhed you, cautioned you, 
and warned you this day. Thus I have complied, 


alſo, with the requeſt of them who wiſhed meſo 


much to print it, which is what I did not intend; 
but as I had ſeven diſcourſes to deliver ſo ſoan after 
the delivery of this, it cannot be expected that I 
could put it down juſt as it was delivered. And 
furthermore, as ſome perſons wiſhed me to publiſh 
the laſt Sunday morning's diſcourſe, delivered from 


Dan. ii. 45, I have interwoven a few of the heads of 


that in this diſcourſe, which muſt ſuffice for the ow 
ſent, as I have ſo little time on my hands. _ 
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
